(Sermon intacht d Irg L. S. JJuuinu 



We have a subject [his evening That has a 
very depressing Influence with some people. I 
have Id my library a, book containing two car- 
toons that illustrate this tact exactly. A 
"Hardshell" preacher Is preaching to his con- 
gregal Ion, which Is represented before him by 
rows or turtles In a pond. Off tooneside, there 
lies an allgaror, whicli, as I suppose, represents 
the deacon, A lithe turtles and the alligator

Head that beautiful life's story, and what do 
you read but the story of a life that spent It- 
self for others. One moment tie was giving 
bread to the multitude; the neit, He was giv- 
ing Ills blessing to little children.

In 
speaking here of the liberality of the churches 
of Macedonia, he says, "that In a great trial of 
affliction the abundance of their joy and their 
poverty abounded unto the riches of their lib- 
erality. Fro to their power, I bearrecurd, yea, 
and bcyondlhelr power they were willing of 
thsjaasjttwj praying us with touch Intreaty 
that we would receive the gift, and take upon 
us the fellowship of ministering to the saints." 
I irdlnarliy, we see the solicitor begging the 
people toglve. Here, strange to say, we see 
the people begging the solicitor to receive,— 
"praying us with much Intreaty that we would 
receive the gift." Paul wasgatherlng a fund 
for the support of the poor saints at Jerusalem, 
and It seems these Macedonian Christians found 
joy in giving for Christ's sake, that they gave 
even "beyond their power," so (hat Paul was 
loathe to take from them all they offered. But 
tlielrjoy In these gifts waSBOgreat, that they 
begged Paul not to disappoint them, but to re- 
ceive their gifts. It makes me think of a poor 
orphan girl that belonged to one of my congre-
